To the School Board and Citizens of Richmond 
I have the honor to submit, herewith, my ninth annual report. 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS: The school buildings were 
thoroughly cleaned during the summer vacation but only very 
minor repairs were made. We should not put off any longer laying 
a new floor at the Four-Corners School. I urge you to consider 
the need for more adequate playground space at both schools. It 
would seem that, in the open country where land values are low, 
we should provide for our children some place to play other than 
in the highway. This point of view and the reasons for it need 
no lengthy elaboration on my part. Provision is made in the school 
warrant for you to express your decision. I hope it will be in the 
interest of your children. There should also be a well dug on 
the premises of each school so that at all times there is an adequate 
supply of good drinking water and ample water for sanitary and 
hygienic purposes. As soon as money is available, suitable sanitary 
toilet facilities should be installed. JI would recommend an 
approved type of chemical toilet. 

THACHERS AND PUPILS: We have the same teachers as 
last year. I feel that the standard of the schools has been main- 
tained and that our schools compare favorably with the run of 
small open country schools. 


I wish to express my very deep appreciation to the School 


Board, teachers and pupils and to the parents and patrons of the 
schools for their continual loyalty and cooperation.
